The following, is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest of an isolated nucleic acid molecule encoding a transdominant 
negative mutant of the bovine leukemia virus (BLV) from the group consisting of SEQ ID Nos: 5 
and 7. 

The closest art to SEQ ID No. 5 is a 471 nucleotide domain identified as a trans- 
dominant BLV Rex M4 of SEQ ID No. 27 which comprises 7430 nucleotides of US Publication 
No. 2005/0026288 having 100 % homology with the instantly claimed SEQ ID Nos: 5. SEQ ID

No. 27 of US Publication No. 2005/0026288 is illustrated in Figure 12. It is noticed that US 
Publication No. 2005/0026288 shares two inventors with the instant application: Kurt A. Eakle 
and Robert D. Bremel and claims priority to provisional application No. 60/442,103 filed on 
January, 23, 2003. US Publication No. 2005/0026288 cannot qualify as prior art or was not 
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available as prior art since it was not published prior to the date of filing this instant application, 
January 23, 2003.
